The efforts of the town to install water along Nichols 
Street under the water betternent act has hit a snag. 

‘At the annual town meeting last March, some 400 and so 
people voted to exclude Nichols Street from a ‘‘package deal 
of installation of water under the water betterment act 

A few months later, at a special town meeting, in which » 
few over 200 attended, T.m. Calabrese read a letter supposedly 
received from Mr. Allgrove of the ‘Jewksbury Water commission. 
in which it was stated that the town of Tewksbury would shut 
the water supply of Nichols Street off on July 1, 1958. This 
meeting was called an ewergency meeting. On the vote, by a 
Scant 7 votes, it was voted to install water along Nichols 
Street under the water betterment act 

Today, Deceaber 3, 1958, the water mins are installed from 
Shawsheen Avenue to the Nichols Street Bridge, and from the 
Nichols Street bridge to the end of Nichols Street 

However, s SLIGHT delay has stymied the completion of the 
tieing link over the Nichols Street Bridge. 

Mir. Calabrese stated that the Railroad Company would have to 
have an employee of theirs present, with a red flag, in event 
of « possible emergency that my occur. 

This sensible bit of arranging is about to cost $150.00 per 
day for that man.

POLICE CHIEF LYNCH 
REMINDS HOTORISTS 


Chief of Police Paul J. 
Lynch was reminded by the re- 
cent light snowfall to offer « 
few pointers to sotorists 
the art of safe winter driv- 
ing. 

‘after all, it will get 
worse later on and many people 
have the ides that accidents 
which occur when roads are 
slippery are caused entirely 
by the ice or snow,’ Chief 
Lynch said. ‘But this is not 
the case at all:slippery roads 
do contribute to the factors 
which cause accidents, but 
most often, it's the driver's 
inability to cope with hazar- 
dous conditions that leads to 
an accident,’ the chief said. 
He offered several suggestions 
for @ successful approach to 
the probles of dangerous sno 
ice driving conditions: 

A notorist’s judgment and 
coordination are basic quali- 
fications for sizing up a po- 
tential danger and acting to 
avoid it. For example, one 
situation may call for sloving 
down and steering around it, 
or coming to 2 complete stop. 

An important factor in safe 
winter driving is the prompt, 
sure response of the vehicle 
itself. A turn of the steering 
whee] should result instantly 
in the desired change in the 
direction of the vebicle’s 
movement. A touch of the brake 
pedal must reduce the speed of 
the vehicle or bring it to a 
complete stop, with no related 
loss of control, particularly 
on slippery road surfaces 

A factor which becomes. in- 
creasingly important hazardous 
winter driving is traction-the 
ability of the wheels to erip 
the road in order to get the 
vehicle moving, to slow or 
gtop it, and to keep-it moving 
in the desired direction, "Hi- 
thout good traction, a driv 
er’s Judgment and coordination 
and the steering whee) and 
brakes of his car mean very 
little. This is particularly 
true when he is traveling on 
ice or snow,’Chief Lynch said. 

"Poor traction 1s a most 
common cause of accidents dur- 
ing the winter months,’ he 
said. ‘The National Safety Co- 
uncil’s Committee on Winter 
Driving Hazards bas conducted 
tests on winter road surfaces 
with all types of commonly us 
ed equipsent, which revealed 
the facts about stop-and-go 
ability. Pertinent findings 
follow: Soue snow tires help 
with 51 per cent better pull- 
ing traction on loosely packed 
snow, but sometimes this is 
not enough when snow is deep 
or where hills are fairly 
steep. In such cases reinforc- 
ed tire chains may be needed. 
Tests show they help with 313 
per cent better traction than 
regular tires on snow, 
four times as good on ice 

‘stopping ability research 
proved that a car traveling 20 
ailes an hour, and equipped 
with regular tires, could be 
stopped in 21 feet on dry pa 
vement, but a distance of 60 
feet or more was required to 
stop the same car on loosely 
packed snow and nearly 200 ft 
on glare ice.’ 

Hundreds of tests conducted 
by the committee have shown 
that snow tires will need 
bout 174 feet on glare ice and 
52 feet te snow to stop a car. 
Reinforced tire chains cut the 
braking distance on ice to 77 
feet, and to 38 feet on snot 
All tests were made at spec 
of 20 miles per hour: 

sThese facts speak for thes- 
selves,’ commented the chief. 
‘Drivers who have good judg 
ment will use it to equip 
their vehicles for maximum sa- 
fety early in the season.’ ne 
advised that extra caution and 
reduced speeds are still basic 
necessities for safe winter 
driving.
